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Soldin 


On 21 May 12 freipht care of cament, which had arrived on 20 fag fron Lithu- 
ania, were unloaded at Soldin (Myslibora, about 45 kn. north of Kustrin/ 
Kostrayn). The cement was loaded onto trucks and taken to KSnigsberg (Chojna) 
on the evening of 21 May. On 29 lay 13 more cars of coment arrived at Soldin 
from Kaunas. Thess were unloaded onto trucks on 4 June and the cenent also 
acnt to Konigaberg. In both cases Polish army trucks ware used, and Polish 
angineer troops and workers did the loading and unloading. 


Hloudanry 


A wilding material dump has been set up at Neudamn (Detno, about 20 km. north 
of Eiistrin) since the beginning of May. This is 300 metors northeast of Neudamn 
station, east of the railroad ling to Soldin and south of the road to Massin. 
It is surrounded by barbed wire and ae by Polish troops. On 26 May the

This dump is beine contimally filled with raterial, and material removed from 
it is removed by Polish troops and taken to Mirstenfelde and Zellin on the Oder. 


Drossen 


Eight large concrete mixers wore observed ty the station on 4 June at Drosgen 
(sno, 30,km. ENE of Frankfurt/Oder and 12 Im. north of Rappen). These were 
brought from "01d Foland" in May and wore inspected at the start of June by 
Polish officers who belonged ,to a Polish engineer unit about 200 strong sta- 
tioned in Drossen since the riddle of May. 
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Dayuilde 
4 mized Polish and Soviet ovilding staff has been at Durwelde (Mieszlowice, 


about 25 im. NNW of Kistrin) since the end of May consisting of five Soviet 
and twelve Polish officers. The following persons are in the units

Grei fenhason-"iddichow 
Jinea the end of May foreed labor units and Polish infantry and engincer 
troops have been working along the Oder between Greifenharen {Cryfino) and 


Fiddichow (Widuchowa) digging trenches and building bunkers. North of 
Féddichow the trenches are about 800 moters from the eastern bank of the Oder. 


Stechlin 
Yeasanta in the area West of Stechlin were evacuated by Polish Military trans~ 


ross on 2 June; this area has now beon cleared of civilians. At the same time 
covsed laborers are engazed in digging about Lim. west of Stechlin. 


Rufen 
Early in Jane two columns of approximately 15 trucks each loaded with railroad 


track passed through Rufen, about 12 km. NW of Soldin, coming from the Soldin 
direction and making for Greifenhagen. 


Starvard 


A dump of mines was set up in the former slaughter-house at Stargard at the 
amd of Uay and although this was at first puarded by Soviet troops it was 
taken on 29 Hay by Polish guards. 
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
